Yogeler Tells How Commies 
Tortured Him 78 Hours And 
’Dumped Him In Ice Water 


WASHINGTON, June 8—Rob­ 
ert A. Vogeler disclosed today 
that he was tortured for 78 hours, 
slugged, 
and 
“ dumped 
naked 
into a tub of ice w ater” by Hun­ 
garian Communist secret police 
who forced him to sign a “ so­ 
called confession of sabotage.” 
The American business execu­ 
tive, vice-president of Interna­ 
tional Telephone and Telegraph 
Co., recently released after 
17 
months of Iron Curtain confine­ 
ment, told in detail for the first 
tim e the shocking story of his 
torture and imprisonment. 
Vogeler, w?ho was freed when 
the U. S. m ade a deal with Red 
H ungary permitting reopening of 
H ungarian consulates, and other 
concessions, bared his appalling 
story in an address to the Na­ 
tional Press Club. 
Now under treatm ent at the 
Bethesda (Md.) Naval Hospital, 
Vogeler described the effects of 
his 
im prisonment 
in 
t h e s e 
words: 
“ After such an experience, a 


m a n ’s world is largely one of 
emotional, m ental and spiritual 
im agery. 
“ And his body is further af­ 
fected by stimulants, malnutri­ 
tion. and discomfort close to de­ 
gradation, 
his world becomes 
one of indescribable unreality. 
His homeland, 
his loved 
ones 
and all the happiness he ever 
shared become blinding beacons 
in his loneliness, often to disap­ 
pear into the m orass of utter 
despondency.” 
Vogeler said he was arrested 
by the Communists Nov. 18, 1949, 
as he was proceeding to Vienna 
on a business trip. He added: 
“ There I was ordered to as­ 
sum e a posture that was to be­ 
come a fajriiliar habit for hun­ 
dreds of days—sitting upright 
with my hands on my knees and 
facing either a blank wall or si­ 
lent guards. 
“Shortly after, a heavily cur­ 
tained automobile pulled up and 
I was underway again for Buda­ 
pest—this time I had 
a new 


home—the 
dread 
romanesque 
prison of the secret police. 
I 
shall never forget the impressive 
opening of the iron gates and the 
loud clang as they closed firmly 
behind m e.” 
Vogeler, without food or rest, 
was forced to undergo a gruel­ 
ling question for 78 hours. He 
was refused permission to com- I 
municate with the U. S. legation 
and was told he was charged 
with sabotage, espionage, con­ 
spiracy and smuggling of Hun­ 
garians out of the country. 
To add to his torture he said, 
he was told that 
the 
legation 
would not 
inquire about 
him 
since that would be an admis­ 
sion that he was a spy. During 
the first 70 hours, he was sub­ 
ject to “ relentless, repetitious 
questioning” and forced to write 
his biography. 
Vogeler said that when he ap­
